Approval of Previous Meeting Minutes

Chair AbuSneineh called for questions regarding the minutes of the January meeting. No
guestions or corrections were proposed.

Motion: Commissioner Struk moved to approve the minutes as-is, second by Commissioner
Nagel - None opposed.

Communication from City Staff Liaison
We have received one entry thus far for the Creative Expressions Contest. The deadline is 2/29
and commissioners are encouraged to get the word out.

A public comment card was received by the Mayor’s office. It stated that seniors in mobile home
parks have been having issues with their management and the author of the card wondered
where their human rights liaison could be found. Unfortunately no contact information or
information regarding which mobile home park were left, making follow up difficult. Councilor
San Soucie mentioned that the city has an active landlord dispute resolution center for these
issues.

Communication from the City Council Liaison

Councilor San Soucie discussed a number of local ordinances that will be coming to Council in
the next few months. These include, but are not limited to, fines for excessive false security
alarms, local marijuana retail zoning and licensing, exterior lighting rules, residential picketing
restrictions, and a towing ordinance.

Communication from the Beaverton Police Department
Chief Spalding gave a brief body cam program update. The first open house was held last week
and mostly positive feedback was given. Anticipated roll out for the program is Jun 2016.

Guest Speaker: Michele Castro, Our Oregon

The original speaker, Michele Castro, could not attend, so Matteo Bilyeu attended in her place.
Matteo gave a short presentation on his group’s proposed ballot measure to increase funding
for schools and services by increasing the state corporate minimum tax. Matteo answered
several questions and then acknowledge that HRAC cannot endorse a ballot measure and thus
did not pass around his petition.
